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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-4, 9-12 and 16 pending in the instant application. Claims 9-12 and 16 remain 
withdrawn . The office action dated May 11, 2009 is withdrawn in view of the action below. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendments to the claims filed on July 8, 2009 and February 25, 2009 have been 

fully considered. The following grounds of objection/rejection have been obviated and are thus 
hereby withdrawn : a) objection to the specification; b) 35 USC 112 1^^ paragraph written 
description and enablement rejections; c) 1 12 2°'' paragraph rejection; d) 35 USC 102 rejection 
over Ahmdt et al. 

3. The 35 USC 102 rejections over Andersen et al. and Gronvald et al. are maintained. 
Applicant has not shown that the solid form in the prior art references as different from the one 
instantly claimed. For the declaration in relation to the reference of Andersen et al., it is noted 
that Exhibit V does not contain the comparison of XRD pattem.
